Ile does not beat 
bis wife, but he betrays her almost imme- | 
diately after her marriage, and lies to her 
with the unbiushing ease of aman who has 
no conception of any difference between 
truth and falsehood. Ile is shallow, insin- 
cere, cruel, cowardly and thoroughly con- 
temptible. This attractive portrait is, we are 
given to understand, a faithful study, not 
only of tbe average Roman Count, but of the 
italian character, and hundreds of people 
who haye never soen an Italian, except an oc- 
casional organ-grinder on the curbstoue,have 
uphesitatingly certified to its wonderful ac- 
curacy. 

It might be suggested that in one respect 
Count Lalli is not absolutely true to Italian 
nature. No mention is made of his monkey, 
and he is never represented in the act of 
grinding his organ. Now, there is nothing 
that 1s better established than the fact that all 
Italiens are organ-grinders. The King of 
Italy is compelled by court etiquette to grind 
his organ only in the back vard of the Quir- 
inal Palace, but heis the only Italian who 
does not publicly exercise his profession in 
the publicstreets. Count Cavour, the late 
Baron Ricasoli, and the present Prime Min- 
ister, Cairoli, bave been seen by thou- 
sands of American tourists grinding 
their organs under the windows of the lead- 
ing botels of Turin, Florence, and Rome, 
and Garibaldi only retired from business be- 
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cion; but they are retailed in Paris he 
and restaurants at such absurd prices that 
their sale. which would be enormous, is 
comparatively limited, and the diner is con- 
sequently thrown back on the cheaper and 
more dubious artificial waters. It would be 
well if the analysts of this country were to 
keep an eye on the siphons sold by chemists 
and others, foreven whenthe manufacture 
1s carried out with the most honest intentions 
very slight defects inthe machiner will 
eause deterioration of the beverage in the 
shape of contamination by lead, copper and 
sulphuric acid.

A SEA CAPTAIN’S STORY. 


The Remarkable Experience of an 
Knglish Nobleman’s Son. 
From the San Francisco Bulletin. 

Capt. John Niven, of Thorntown, Ind., isa 

randson of Sir Hugh Niven, of England, but 
his elder brother got the patrimony, and John 
defiantly shipped before the mast. After 
many years he rose to be master of his vessel, 
the Ramsay, and the famous missionary 
Adoniram Judson went to India with him. 
Under his ministrations Niven was converted 
andibaptized in Rangoon, Hindostan. Soon 
afterwards the ship was struck by lightning 
and destroved. Niven made his escape to 
England, where in 1£46 he was intrusted with 
the ship Earl of Eglinton, built on the Earl’s 
estate, and sent by him on ber 
first voyage te the United States. He 
was beset by a terrible storm off Nantucket 
island, and after beating about ali day and 
nigbt in a dense fog, went asbore at Tom 
Never’s Head. Two boats, containing four 
men each, were lowered. The captain or- 
dered that they be not launched until they 
saw how bad the breakers were, but they 
disobeyed him, and six of the eight men 
were lost. The islanders bad now arrived. 
The breakers drowned their voices, but they 
chalked on the tail-board of a cart, Stay 
aboard, anu then, ‘*Fiing off an oar.’’ The 
captain followed directions; the oar, with a 
line tied to it, was cast off and caught witha 
fish drail; and by that means a cable was 
rigged from the mast-head to the rocks, with 
a horse’s hames on it, in which the men slid 
safely ashore, Capt. Niven was tne last man 
to leave the wreck. when the hames broke 
and he was flung into the sea. The islanders 
at once formed 1 line for 
holding hands and sprang into 
tbe breakers after him, thus bring- 
ing him to laud. When he heard that his 
six wen were lost be was temporarily de- 
ranged, and jumped again into the boiling 
waters. Again they arrested him and put 
himinto custody. He was badly bruised and 
was a long time recovering. The ship was a 
total loss. He returned to Great Britain, 
where bis friends fitted bim out, aud he 
started on a whaling voyage in the Pacific. 
There again his vessel went to pieces in a si- 
moon, and he returned disconsolate to Nan- 
tucket. His sea-faring reputation was badly 
damaged. Indeed it is probable that the red 
letter of “bad luck’’ was set opposite his 
name in the records of the commercial ma- 
rine of England, and that he could not have 
obtained another ship. At any rate, he re- 
solved to face the seano more, butto getas 


far from it as possible in some 
quiet town in the middle of the 
continent. So he started West on foot, with

He 
is some times more naritually addicted to 
assassinations than was that objectionsbie 
person, and is often more conspicuously 
proneto petty larceny, but he is always 
false, treacherous aud dishonest. It does 
not seem to occur to those who accept this 
caricalureas gospel truth to ask the question 
bow it happens that these contemptible Ital- 
ans, With their incapacity to be earnest in 
anything except crime, bave managed to 
make of themselves, in the face of every ob- 
stacle, a great and free nation. Were the 
mariyrs of Italian freedom who died on 
scafloids or in Austrian dungeons insincere? | 
Was that King whose name is the synonym | 
of patriotism and loyalty to the right a 
treacherous coward’ Hasthe whole world | 
erredin recognizing in Garihaldi the purest | 
type of heroism and usefulness?’ Werethe 
lustrious italian statesmen, beginning with 
Cavour, who preferred to resign his oflice 
rüber than seemtoshare the duplicity of 
Napoleon, and ending with Cairoli, whois 
as stainless and fearless as Bayard, dishonest 
men’ The story of Italy during the last 
thirty years isthe most complete refutation 
of the preposterous conception of Italian 
character which so widely prevails ia Eng- 
land and Americ. 

The truth is, the Italian is earnest, pa- 
tient, industrious, and exceptionally kind- 
beartcd. When treated on tbe assumption 
that he is honest and sincere, even the Italian 
inn-keeper will prove bimself worthy ef con- 
fiderceAo an extent that the average Angio- 
Saxon inn-keeper wouid consider the height 
of sentimental folly. This is not inconsistent 
with the undeniable fact that among Italians 
of the leading class the standard of veracity 
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isnohbighertban it is in New York or 
london. For many English and 
American tourists inform every 


itelian with whom they have any dealings, by 
their manner, that they regard him as a har 
and aswindier, and in these circumstances 
the Italian resents the insult by levying fines 
on the offenders’ pocket. When, however, a 
stranger of whatever nationality treats the 
Italian on the theory that he is honest aud 
ehivalrcus he will rarely have cause to regret 
it, Americans like Story, Jarves and How- 
ell#, who know the Italy that lies outside of 
the great hotels where French dinners are 
served and “nglish spoken, are uniform in 
their praise of the* honesty, sincerity and 
kindliness of the Italian character. Were 
an Italian to gravely warn his 
countrymen against marrying American girls, 
onthe ground that the average American 
women wear trousers and beat their hus- 


folly: but an American is held to have done a 
good and timely work by representing as 
contemptible to the last * 3 the people 
who, born into the famiiy of European na- 
tions only yesterday, have a Parliament 
which ranks that of England in abilitv, ana a 
system of free education which New England 
could copy with advantage.

Upon arrival at the place of punish- 
ment, a crowd of ons Chinese may be 
seen, some engaged smoking their pipes, 
others discussing their a bowl of cengee 
at the stalls of the perambulating venders of 
edibles. Not the least trace of any feeling of 
awe or compassion is exhibited at the tragedy 
about to be enacted. The criminal is made 
to kneel, while a subordinate officer reads the 
edict of the Viceroy. Atagiven signal from 
the judge the two executioners step forward 
and seize the unfortunate wretch. Divested 
of every particle of clothing he or she is 
bound hand and foot to two upright pieces of 
wood in the formof aSt. Andrew’s cross. 
The minions of the law draw from their belts 


two short, sharp knives. They are 
now ready for thelr bloody work. 
With a devilish skill they com- 


mence to slit the skin and flesh at the wrists. 
Proceeding up the arms until the neck is 
reached, their attention is then directed to 
the lower limbs. The ankles upward, the 
flesby part of the legs and thighs right up to 
the chest are under operation. The whole 
body is now one quivering mass of strips of 
skin and flesh, from which the blood is pour- 
ing in streams, dyeing the ground and the 
executioners’ clothes a vivid red color. By 
this time the vast crowd are on the tiptoe 
of expectation, straining their bodies to 
get a glimpse of the gory figure, and 
eager to watch the least sound of a sigh 
or groan. After the shriek of pain whicn 
attends the first use of the knife, fre- 
quently nothing but low, agonizing moans 
escape the lips. While tbis horrible scene 
is being enacted the peanut bawkers, the 
bean-curd and candv hucksters ply their 
trade, oblivious of the fact that a human be- 
ing is undergoing torture. With head droop- 
ed on the breast, closed eyes and face bearing 
an unutterable look of pain and agony, the 
victim now stands. The judge, seemingly 
tired at the disgusting sight, claps his hands.

Glucose for Adulterations. 
Batavia (N. Y.) Cor. New York Sun. 

The celebrated grape sugar case,that has 
been ontrial here for the past two weeks be- 
fore Judge Haight in the Genesee Circuit 
of the Supreme Court, was decided this morn- 
ing, by the jury bringing in a verdict for 
the plaintiff, andlallowing him $247,125 due 
for profits. The suit was brought by John 
L. Alberger against the Buffalo Grape Sugar 
Company and C. J. and Wm. Hamlin, its 
eflicers, to recover twenty-three shares of 
stock in the company, and the profits thereon. 
The stock was valued at 5 335,224 37. 

Alberger’s stock was obtained by assign- 
ment from Horace Williams, who is regarded 
as the inventor ofthe process of extracting 
grape sugar from corn. He formed the Buf- 
falo Grape Sugar Company, in 1874, with a 
capital of $200,000, divided into 200 shares, of 
which Williams held sixty-six. C.J. Ham- 
lin got into the business through advances 
made upon the stock of the company, forty- 
three shares of Williams being pledged to 
him as security. A man named Fox, who 


was Williams, partner and the chief 
shareholder, pledged eighty-six shares 
to Hamlin as security for loans. 
When Fox suddenly died Ham- 
lin secured possession of this stock 
and came into the business. He still 


held the forty-tbree.shares pledged by Ham- 
linalso. The business turned out to be 
enormously profitable, but nevertheless Wil- 
liams, who is said to know little of business 
negotiations, did not receive dividends upon 
his stock, and finallv left the concern. He 
assigned twenty-three shares to Alberger, 
who brought the suit just ended. 

The mhst interesting feature of the case 
was the revelations as to the extensive use 
of grape sugar and glucose. It is used in the 
manufacture of beer, vinegar, wine and, to 
adulterate sugars and syrups of ali kinds. It 
bas no saccharine streng h, but is harmless, 
and mixed with dark sugars it raises them to 
light grades, while as an adulterant of 
syrups it producesa thin, light golden ar- 
ticle, beautiful to Jook at, if not particularly 
sweet. The average profits of the company 
now are estimated at $1,000,000 per anuum 
OB un invested capital of 400, 000.

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Storms in Nebraska.

Sometimes when there aie all the 
indications of an approaching storm, 
there is no storm, and vice versa, when 
the air is clear and pleasant, a storm

The winds are often very severe, and are 
very baneful. They sometimes blow for 
weeks and weeks at a time. The common 


trees here are the cottonwood and box-elders. 


Many of these are blown to shreds by the 
wind, such is its force, and the softness of 
the fibre of the wood. Often the 
Wind blows so briskly that one fcan scarce- 
ly keep his footing in the streets, and if a 


grocer or dry goods merchant 
chances to leave boxes or casks out 


of doors be has the pleasure of seeing them 
blown rapidiy down the street, and very likely 
if bis signboard is loose it will follow after. 

No wenderthat runaways are frequent in 
Lincoln. The soil is very porous, and it 
@akes but a few hours to reduce a mudpuddle 
tea heap of dust, and then if the wind blows 
you bave- what is known bere as a dust 
storm. The streets are not paved and the 
wind has fullsweep. - The air is filled with 
dust at these times, and life is but a burden, 
and this lasts often for weeks. It is impos- 
sible to keep clean. 
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Cigar Making in the United States. 
From the New York Times. 

Very few persons are aware, unless person- 
ally or peculiarly interested in it, of the mag- 
nitude of cigar making in the Republic, 
particularly in this city, where it steadily and 
rapidly increases. The American-made cigar 
selling at fifteen cents by retail is said to be 
superior to the samed-priced Cuban cigar, 
which itis driving out of market. A factory 
here is reported to be the largest in the world. 
It has only sixty customers, and refuses to 
swell -the number, because it cannot 
fully supply their demands. Some 1, 
500 personhs— men, women and children 
—are in its employ, and the firm is 
building another factory which will need as 
many more. But even with their enlarged 
facilities they will not seek another custom- 
er. This is a statement of their business last

Each succeeding year 
for four years thereafter, Mrs. Heffner be- 
came the mother of triplets. The seventh 
year was signalized by the birth of only one 
child. Mrs. Heffner died, and was laid away 
in the village church-vard in Germany. The 


widower had now a family of 
sevente en children, the oldest 
only seven years of age. Three 


months thereafter a young lady took charge 
of the shildren, and in course of time she be- 
came the second Mrs. Heffner. The first wife 
bad died in February, 1848. In February, 
1849, this second wife presented Mr. Heffner 
witha boy. On Christmas day of the same 
year the nineteenth child was added to the 

effner flock. The family now was larger 
than any other in that part of the country. 
Five years passed by and Mr. Heffner’s 
household was increased by the addition of 
ten more children, a pair of twins being born 
every year. ‘There was now a lull, and for 
three years thereafter only one child was born 
unto them. In 1854 be came to this country 
with his family, and the last three children 
were born im America. In 1856 his wife 
died, having been married nine years. He 
was nowthe father of thirty-two children, 
twelve of whom had died, leaving twenty to 
be taken in charge by awidow whom he mar- 
ried in 1s. Mrs. Heffner number three had 
vueichild by ajprevious marriage. She became 
the mother of nire more children in ten 
years by single births. His last, or third 
wife, is still living. None of the first set of 
seventeen children survive. Twoof the fif- 
teen of the second wite's children still live

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A Communist’s Suicide.

A profoundly melancholy and touching,and 
at the same time strangely dramatic story is 
that related in the Paris newspapers con- 
cerning the end of a leader of the Paris Com- 
mune. Among the rebels of 1871 was a Com- 
missaire Central’’ named Parmentier. This

supposed to have fled, and he was condemn- 
ed to death “in contumaciam’’ vy one of the 
courts-martial sitting at Versailles. But 
Parmentier had not run away. He bad not 
even left Paris.His wife, who was a workwo-

Rue Popincourt; and this garret, dur- 
ing a period of nearly ten vears, the pro- 
scribed Communist never left. The 
coneierye and the neighbors were wholly 
ignorautthat Mme. Parmentier had any one 
living with her. About a month ago the por- 
ter became aware that she no more passed 
his lodge. He waited fora few days, think- 
ing th tshe might be in the country; then be 
made his way tothe sixth story, fearing lest 
his /ocetcire might be ill. He knocked re- 
peatedly at the door, but failed to obtain any 
response. Bythis time thoroughly alarmed, 
the concicrge proceeded to report matters to 
the Commissary of Police of the quarter; and 
that functionary, accompanied by a medical 
man and a locksmith, speedily made his ap- 
pearatce on the scene. The door of the 
room on the sixth floor was broken open, but 
at first those who sought to enter were driven 
back by a fearfully noisome odor. When 
they did enter a shocking spectacle 
presented itself. On the bed lay the corpse of 
Mme. Parmentlier, and by her side was the 
dead body of an unknown man. By the pa- 
pers discovered on him he was, however, 
speedily recognized as the Communist Com- 
missaire Central Parmentier, condemned to 
death in 187]. It further became manifest 
thatthe unfortunate couple, who had been 
many days dead, bad committed suicide by 
suffocation with the fumes of charcoal. Both 
husband and wife were on the verge of sixty 
years, and it is conjectured that the poor wo- 
man, finding her health and strength declin- 
ir z, and unable to procure sufticiently remun- 
erative employment for the subsistence of 
herself and ber husband, had at length yield- 
ed to utter despair and persuaded or been 
persuaded by her husband to put an end to 
the existence of both. 


Stage Lightning.

In the second act of Brutus“, there is a 
storm scene during which Brutus kneels 
before a statue.

paralyzed by the blow, drops to the tj,’ 
when a second butcber advances, and after 
cutting down a portion of the skin, sever, 
the arteries of the neck, and a crimson 
tide flows out. The ladies have their large 
pint glasses ready, and the butcher catches 
the blood flowing in a pulsating stream from 
the neck and passes it out, when the patient, 
drink it down while still warm and before it 
has time to coagulate.
